In shipping, if 
an additional amount is due us, we will send a state- 
ment in the shipping explaining what the extra charge 
is for. If too much is sent, we will refund any amount 
overpaid. 


If you do not want your order sent Shipping CO.D., 
send 50c for orders from 2 to 6 plants and $1.00 for 
more than 6 plants. If special delivery is desired, send 
25C. 


We do not ship leaves or cuttings. 


We will send package insured and special handling, 
as delivery is made on packages sent shipping collect. 
If plants are injured or destroyed in shipping, apply at 
once to YOUR postoffice for damages, the insurance on 
your package taking care of that; or if stock is not 
satisfactory, return same at once, properly packed and 
in as good condition as parte Tot and money will be 
refunded at once.

ADMIRAL: Medium size reddish purple blossoms, 
leaves rather long and pointed, slightly ruffled with 
a flushed red back. This is the plant that has been 
approved by the classification com, $1.00, 

AMAZON BLUE GIRL SUPREME: A deep rich blue 
blossom, very large with thick notched hairy leaves, 
a beautiful plant. ° $1.25. 

AMAZON BLUE SUPREME: Very large deep blue 
flowers with heavy handsome foliage; a specimen 
plant of this is a beautiful thing. $1.25, 

AMAZON PINK SUPREME: Flowers have deep pink 
centers shading out to the edge of the petals,, flow- 
ers large, specimen plants have fine foliage, $1.25. 

AMETHYST PINK: Medium size ochid lavender 
blossoms, two toned, has blossoms in abundance, 
with fine heart shaped quilted leaves. $1.00. 

AMETHYST BLUE: Flowers a medium rich blue, about 
the size of the pink variety and of the same bloom- 
ing habit; leaves heart shaped but lighter green 
than the pink, and without the tendency to redden 
up that the pink one shows. $1.00. 

AMARANTHA: Rich purple biue blossom and large 
quilted foliage that is beautiful, $1.25. 

BLUE GIRL: Large blue blossom with scallops and 
cream colored spots at axil of leaf. $1.00.

BLUSH SUPREME: Blush Beauty with supreme foli- 
age, tlowers large with a blush pink tint. Stock of 
this variety is scarce, Please send second and third 
choice of equal value. $2.09. 

BI-COLOR: Large dark foliage with flowers of plum 
iavender bi-color, $1.25. 

COMMODORE: A very choice plant, fiowers a dark 
purple with fine dark green flushed foliage. Ap- 
proved plant, $1.25. 

COMMANDER: Flowers purple in abundance, with 
large pointed leaves. $1.25. 

DAINTY MAID: Blossoms a dainty pink, with foliage 
distinct from other pink varieties. $1.00. 

DUPONT BLUE: Fine heavy foliage, leaves grow to a 
large size and very decorative with soft blue flow- 
ers; blooms well. $1.25. 

DUPONT LAVENDER: Very large blossoms of or- 
chid lavender bi-color, compact growing with heavy, 
beautifully notched foliage, a very choice plant. $1.50. 

DICKSONS PURFLE: Fine purple blossoms, dark rich 
red backed pointed leaves. $1.25.

IONANTHA GRANDIFLORA: Grows larger and has 
mcre reddish backs on the leaves than the regular 
Ionantha. $1.00. 

IONANTHA DWARF: This plant has fiowers about 
the same tint as the other plants of this varieiy. but 
this one grows small and has smaller leaves. $1.00. 

ISON: Fine blue with good quilted foliage grows 
rather compact. $1.25. 

JESSIE: Very pale lavender, hairy notched deep 
green foliage, a good bloomer. $1.25. 

KEWENSIS: Light blue flower with different thin 
leaved foliage. Stock scarce; give second and third

LAVENDER LADY: Orchid blossoms, beautiful foli- 
age deep green rather ripply and full on the edges.

LEATHERNECK PINK: Abundant bright pink flow- 
ers stand up well over the foliage; the foliage 
grows ripply and full and makes a very beautiful

LEATHERNECK BLUE: Like the above plant only 
it has bright deep blue flowers; the flowers on these

MENTOR BOY: Deep purple blossom, rather hairy 
quited foliage, a very fine plant always in bloom.

MIDNIGHT: Large beautiful foliage with a deep 
rounded blossom. $1.23, : 

MYRTLE: Light blue blossom, fine light green foliage 
of unusual form; the leaf lays flat and is smooth 
and shiny. $1.00.

RED LAND: Fine heart shaped leaves with dark orchid 
flowers, a choice variety. $1.50. 

RED BIRD: Deep red purple blossom with choice 
medium foliage, $1.25. 

RED BEAUTY: A good red orchid blossom with lighter 
foliage; this is still very scarce; please send second 
and third choice. $1.50.
